The second-most well-read city with 
more than 100,000 residents 
was Cambridge, Mass. Per- 
haps unsurprisingly Ama- 
zon customers in the 
home of Harvard and 
MIT bought the most 
books in the business 
and investing cat- 
egory 

The list is full of 
university cities, such 
as Berkeley Calif, which 
came in third, with pur- 
chases of travel books at the 
top of customers’ lists. Other aca- 
demic hubs that made the cut are Ann 
Arbor, Mich. (No. 4), Boulder, Colo. (No. 


5), Gainesville, Fla. (No. 8) and Columbia, 
S.C. (No. 15). 

The rankings were determined by com- 
piling the number of books, magazines 
and newspapers bought by Amazon cus- 
tomers in both print and Kindle format 
since June i and dividing that number by 
the city’s population to determine the 
number of units sold on a per-capita basis, 
Amazon said. 

The formula explains why some of 
the nation’s largest cities, such as New 
York, L.A., Chicago and San Francisco, 
did not make the list, while cities that 
don’t normally appear on top-2 o lists 
did.

As a semi-regular 
Pabst Blue Ribbon 
drinker, I got a little 
choked up myself 
when I first read PBR was going all 90210 
on us — especially since Playboy pulled off 
the same move to SoCal earlier this year. 

(Side note: Both porn and cheap beer leaving 
seems an especially cruel blow to the young 
male.) 

But I engaged in a little soul-searching 
during the past couple of days and achieved 
a Zen-like peace about the move. Granted, 

I may be mistaking inner peace with a buzz 
from downing two PBR tallboys, but still. 

For those oblivious to the whole PER 
phenomenon, here’s a summary: 

Sometime in the past decade and a half, 
a group of particularly cool people often 
derisively labeled ^‘hipsters” agreed that edgy 
culturally relevant people needed a cheap beer 
to latch onto. Obviously they picked the least 
cool, least marketable beer possible— PBR, 
which was known previously as a blue-collar 
beverage downed by schlubby guys. 

This move was borderline genius because 
it allowed broke- ass cool people to feel supe- 
rior to people who drink other mainstream 
brands such as Bud Tight but still pay only a 
buck or two for a brew. 

PBR eventually started popping up every- 
where in cool bars, despite the fact that it 
tastes a lot like most other macrobrews.

Pabst doesn’t brew in Chicago, and, 
actually, it doesn’t make beer anywhere. 'Fhe 
brewing of PBR was contracted out in 2008 
to MillerCoors, which makes it in Irwindale, 
Calif 'I'hat’s kind of the equivalent of Gior- 
dano’s outsourcing its deep-dish pie to Pizza 
Hut in Dallas. 

These facts in mind, it’s high time we 
retire PBR as the official cool, cheap beer of 
Chicago and crown a new champion. 

If any one knows how to organize a “I lun- 
ger Games ”-like contest to the death for beer 
brands, please let me know.

NATO STANDOFF 


Some bloodied, more arrested as demonstration ends in clash with protesters and police

For several hours on a muggy Sunday police 
and protesters coexisted more or less as it was 
drawn up on the city permit: demonstrators 
rallied in Grant Park, then marched south to 
Michigan Avenue and Cermak Road. 

But after the anti-war speeches were done, 
and the military veterans had disavowed 
their war medals, protesters had a decision to 
make: stay or go. 

A core group of a couple hundred protest- 
ers, many wearing black, wanted to march 
east, where President Obama and more than 
6o world leaders met at McCormick Place 
on the opening day of the NATO summit. 
Chicago police, however, weren’t going to let 
them pass. 

And so protesters pushed forward into the 
line, some hurling bottles and, at one point, a 
metal barricade at police. Under the watchful 
eye of Police Superintendent Garry McCar- 
thy dressed in his white uniform and wearing 
sunglasses, thick waves of blue-helmeted po- 
lice in riot gear wielded their batons. 

Several protesters were bloodied. More 
were arrested. The clashes were the worst so 
far in three days of NATO marches. With 
protesters regrouping late Sunday police were 
gearing up for another night of steering hun- 
dreds of impromptu marchers around the 
Loop. 

Sunday night, several hundred protesters 
approached the Art Institute, where police 
officers, some on bicycles, blocked them from 
getting within 50 feet of the building. The 
protesters shouted, “Hey, hey, ho, ho, NATO 
has got to go,” and then most kept walking 
down Michigan Avenue. 

About 50 protesters stayed in front of the 
Art Institute, saying they wanted to see the 
Obamas. Earlier Sunday evening, first lady 
Michelle Obama had an event at the museum. 

Sunday’s confrontations followed a march 


and brief rally at Michigan and Cermak for 
a group of veterans who tossed their military 
decorations in a demonstration against the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

NATO protest activist Andy Thayer im- 
plored demonstrators to move west, shout- 
ing through a bullhorn, “We went to a lot of 
trouble to make sure this march was a safe and 
peaceful march.” 

That ran counter to what some protesters 
wanted. 

“We were trying to go east to NATO. 
That’s kind of the whole point of the rally,” 
said Max Dischar, a 22-year-old demonstra- 
tor from Cincinnati who was treated by 
volunteer street medics after he said he was 


struck by riot police on the arms and ribs as 
he covered his head. He declined hospital 
treatment. 

By 9 p.m., authorities confirmed 45 arrests 
and four injuries to police officers they said 
were minor. Seven protesters were treated at 
Mercy Hospital & Medical Center, a hospital 
spokeswoman said. At least one Chicago po- 
lice officer was admitted to Stroger Hospital 
with “minor injuries” and was in “good condi- 
tion,” a spokeswoman said. 

The Secret Service said two people were 
detained for attempting to get over protec- 
tive fencing near 25th Street and Michigan 
Avenue, spokesman George Ogilvie said. 

In addition, about i p.m., police detained

seven men and women, all wearing black, 
the Grant Park rally. A police sergeant sa 
the protesters were carrying rocks, cans 
spray paint, pry bars, urine-filled bottl 
and other “dangerous weapons.” The groi 
was detained in the shade while they we 
taken one by one to be cuffed, searched ai 
placed in a Cook County sheriff’s polii 
bus.

World leaders might have little to discuss at future 
summits if efforts to prevent wars and end world 
hunger went as well overall as the flow of human- 
ity on Chicago-area highways, trains and buses 
during what was expected to be a traffic-stopping 
NATO weekend. 

“We don’t use the ‘Q’ word,” CTA spokesman 
Brian Steele said, referring to an unofficial agen- 
cy superstition to never say operations are quiet 
because it would jinx the good luck.

come with the job, and officers are 
trained not to react to them. 

“Officers recognize that today, every- 
body has a camera, and there’s going to 
be a lot of opportunities for people to 
try to bait the police and so forth,” Wex- 
ler said. “As long as people are exercising 
their First Amendment rights, police 
have to try to maintain control and not 
get drawn into something.” 


Chalk up the generally smooth trans- 
portation experience in part to good plan- 
ning by city agencies, which received their 
final instructions about street closings and 
other transportation restrictions from the 
U.S. Secret Service a little more than a week 
before the NATO summit. Other factors 
include local residents staying away from 
downtown in unexpectedly large numbers; 
an unprecedented law-enforcement pres- 
ence at downtown intersections and on 
mass transit properties; and peaceful anti- 


NATO marchers. 

But it’s not over yet. Monday evening’s 
commute may present the biggest chal- 
lenge so far, as the NATO summit at Mc- 
Cormick Place concludes in the afternoon 
and motorcades heading to O’Hare take to 
the streets and highways along with com- 
muters. 

The wild card will be whether as many

World leaders discuss 
Afghanistan exit strategy

President Obama and NATO allies on Sun- 
day charted an outwardly confident path to 
a postwar Afghanistan, their talk tempered 
by a potential split in the coalition and 
warnings that bloodshed will continue, and 
perhaps escalate, when allied troops with- 
draw. 

Obama, hosting the summit of NATO 
leaders in Chicago, worked to signal an elec- 
tion-year balance between getting the U.S. 
out of an unpopular war as soon as possible 
while insisting that the U.S. and NATO will 
stay long enough to assure some sort of sta- 
bility in Afghanistan. 

U.S. officials said the alliance is expected 
Monday to approve a plan in which Afghan 
national security forces will take the lead in 
combat operations countrywide in summer 
2013, earlier than the expected fall transi- 
tion. 

Gen. John Allen, commander of the 
NATO forces in Afghanistan, said recruit- 
ment of Afghan security forces is “several 
months ahead of schedule.” He said that 
would lead to a full Afghan national security 
force by year’s end and a transition to Af- 
ghan forces taking the lead role in 2013. 

U.S. and NATO combat troops will re- 
main through 2014, in a supporting role but 
still exposed to possible combat, though the 
number of troops that will stay remains un- 
decided. 

For Obama, the timetable allowed him to 
boast that the alliance was unified behind 


a vision of a future after 2014 “in which we 
have ended our combat role, the Afghan war 
as we understand it is over, but our commit- 
ment to friendship and partnership with Af- 
ghanistan continues.” 

“We still have a lot of work to do, and 
there will be great challenges ahead. The 
loss of life continues in Afghanistan; there 
will be hard days ahead,” he said after meet- 
ing with Afghan President Hamid Karzai on 
the sidelines of the summit. “But we’re con- 
fident that we are on the right track.” 

Karzai, seeking to maintain at least some 
popular support in the U.S. as he seeks post- 
2014 commitments of cash to pay for his 
country’s army expressed the “gratitude of 
the Afghan people for the support that your 
taxpayers’ money has provided us over the 
past decade.” 

Afghanistan, he said, “is fully aware of the 
task ahead and of what Afghanistan needs to 
do to reach the objectives that we all have 
of a stable, peaceful and self-reliant Afghani- 
stan.” 

Despite the talk of unity and confidence, 
the alliance is working to avoid a faster- 
than-expected withdrawal. France says it 
will get its combat troops out by the end 
of this year. 

“Ultimately, we will need to understand 
exactly what the French decision will 
mean,” Allen said. He said there would be 
“no degradation of security” and that the 
French troops could withdraw from combat 
missions but still help train Afghan forces.

2 face NATO charges 


Authorities allege 
explosives solicitation, 
summit-related threats

If Sebastian Senakiewicz and Mark Neiweem 
share anything, it appears to be a disaffection 
with government that runs deep and tilts to- 
ward anarchy and, according to law enforce- 
ment authorities, a lot of talk about deploying 
explosives to sow chaos in the run-up to the 
NATO summit. 

But the two, who were charged with felo- 
nies made public Sunday, are not connected to 
each other or to the three suspects who were 
arrested in Bridgeport for allegedly plotting 
to use Molotov cocktails during the gathering 
of international leaders. 

Cook County prosecutors identified Sena- 
kiewicz, 24, as a member of the anarchist 
group Black Bloc and alleged he had boasted 
that he had two homemade explosives hid- 
den in his home in a hollowed-out Harry Pot- 
ter book. But a police search of his Chicago 
home turned up no bombs, authorities said. 

He was charged with falsely making a ter- 
rorist threat— the fourth individual to be 
charged in the past two days under a state

terrorism statute not previously used since its 
enactment in the wake of the Sept, ii attacks 
more than a decade ago. 

According to prosecutors and court re- 
cords, Neiweem, 28, engaged in fumbling 
cloak-and-dagger activities at a forest pre- 
serve near O’Hare. His aim, they alleged, was 
to make a pipe bomb, telling an associate the 
parts could be bought at a hobby shop. He 
was charged with solicitation for possession 
of explosives, not a terrorism-related offense* 
Senakiewicz was ordered held on S 750 ,000 
bail and Neiweem on $500,000 during a hear- 
ing Sunday in the Criminal Courts Building, 
The arrests reflected the efforts of law en- 
forcement to infiltrate and obstruct the ac- 
tivities of those who allegedly were trying to 
disrupt the NATO summit, but lawyers for 
the two men suggested the charges were sen- 
sationalized and that their clients had been 


targeted for their extremist political beliefs. 

Neiweem, who is known as Migs and lives 
on the Near West Side, does not like police 
or other authority figures, according to his 
mother. A former high school wrestler, he de- 
scribed his childhood in court documents as 
“edgy” and said he often ran away from home 
and twice tried committing suicide. 

Neiweem’s latest legal woes stem from a 
meeting Tuesday in the Schiller Woods Tbrest 
Preserve, Neiweem allegedly asked an associ- 
ate if he had “funds for ftm.’^'^Tien the associ- 
ate asked what he meant, Neiweem took him 
on a walk away from others and told him not to 
talk about their discussion because a member 
of their group had “diarrhea of the mouth” and 
his “reckless” text messages could bring law en- 
forcement scrutiny, prosecutors alleged. 

Neiweem allegedly told the associate that 
he wanted him to obtain material to make a 
pipe bomb. When they rejoined the others in 
their car, Neiweem allegedly crumpled a piece 
of paper and tossed it back to the associate, 
saying it was garbage. The associate threw 
it out the window* Neiweem then fetched it 
and pressed it into the associate’s palm, saying 
that if the associate bought the items on the 
list, Neiweem could build a pipe bomb, pros- 
ecutors said*

Economy dominates G-8 


CAMP DAVID RETREAT, Md. President 
Obama and fellow leaders at the Group 
of Eight meeting he hosted Saturday put job 
creation and economic growth at the top of 
their to-do list over the weekend. 

“{They} must be our top priority A stable, 
growing European economy is in everybod/s 
best interest, including the United States’,” 
Obama told reporters after the two-day Camp 
David retreat in Maryland concluded. 

At the same time, leaders stated “that the 
right measures are not the same for each of 
us.” 

The G-8 meeting was one of two high- 
stakes, back-to-back weekend summits 
scheduled over the weekend. On Sunday, 


NATO kicked off its two-day summit in 
Chicago, with a focus on the Afghanistan war. 

G-8 leaders— from the U.S., Erance, the 
United Kingdom, Germany, Japan, Italy 
Canada and Russia— issued a declaration 
detailing their commitment to ensuring 
adequate energy and dealing with climate 
change; providing food security and nutrition 
in Africa; promoting democratic transitions 
in the Middle East; and supporting political 
transition in Syria. They reiterated “grave 
concern” over Iran’s nuclear program and the 
need to ensure an adequate oil supply 

But it was the global economy that 
dominated the Camp David sessions. 

The group dealt with an economically 


weakened, debt-laden Europe and faced the 
questions of whether massive deficit cuts 
trumpeted by German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel or economic stimulus will help the 
continent grow its way out of the current 
crisis. The language in their declaration 
Saturday appeared to focus as much on growth 
as austerity 

While discussing economic challenges and 
progress in the US., Obama said the eurozone 
is more complicated. 

“There are 17 countries in the eurozone that 
need to come to an agreement,” the president 
said, citing the crisis affecting Greece and 
other nations. “Europe has taken significant 
steps to manage the crisis.”

Frontman Alex Ebert creates a globetrotting community 
with Edward Sharpe and the Magnetic Zeros

FOR REDEYE 

One descriptor tends to get overused when 
people talk about an Edward Sharpe and the 
Magnetic Zeros concert: “tent revival.” 

That refers, of course, to the wild energy 
and healing power of traveling preachers 
at the beginning of the 20th century With 
lyrics that reference “the man from Galilee,” 
choruses that warrant audience shout-alongs 
and a charismatic frontman unafraid to jump 
into the crowd and dance, the California 
outfit does bring some validity to the label. 

Five days after Edward Sharpe and the 
Magnetic Zeros (named after a messianic 
figure created by frontman Alex Ebert) bring 
their positive vibes to Chicago the group 
releases its second folk-rock album, “Here,” 
with another new album to follow in the fall. 
By phone, Ebert, 34, spoke about his rela- 
tionship to his persona, collaborating with a 
large band and financial tips for people who 
go out in large groups.

Are you accepting new members, and if so, 
what is the application process like? 

It’s not open auditions really, but we’ve been 
painting these tambourines and people in 
the audience do get some tambourines at 
the beginning of the show and play them. 
There is a desire to have it feel— and actu- 
ally be— inclusive. So there is that desire to 
have that happen at every show as much as 
it can. 

How does the collaborative process work 
with so many members? 

Now that we’re sort of a band, we’re working 


all together and sharing in the process of 
putting songs together or at least doing the 
work to sort of figure out the arrangements 
and aU that. It’s a pretty all-together sort of 
experience. 

You were recently a part of the Railroad 
Revival Tour with Mumford & Sons and Old 
Crow Medicine Show that is now a wonder- 
ful documentary. What were some of the 
highlights of the trip for you? 

Everything. It was amazing. It was unspeak- 
ably amazing. It was one of those paramount, 
apex experiences of your life. It was the 
realization of the dream of being a musician 
in a lot of ways, the freedom of travel of the 
musicians. Traveling with so many people, 
and of course what trains have always repre- 
sented to children and being sort of a childish 
dream to begin with— in the best way— and 
being there with everyone and doing it and 
playing music as a group while traveling 
across the country I mean, it doesn’t get any 


more romantic. Almost every moment stuck 
out for me. From just traveling from train to 
train and seeing the faces and the music that 
was going on. The resounding effect was just 
joy and exhilaration and almost a form of 
disbelief 

When the whole band goes out, how do you 
figure out the tab? 

If the whole band goes out, we just use the 
band card. We just pay for it as a band. We 
have sort of a band card and we just pay for it 
ourselves. 

That was a much easier explanation than I 
was expecting. 

If you have a group of friends you always 
hang out with, you should just start a bank 
account together. 

That’s not a bad idea, actually. You’ve been 
to Chicago a lot on tour. What are some of 
your favorite places to go when you visit? 
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M It’s so amazing to me to 
have a city that has this 
giant lake right next to it and to 
be on the beach and be right in 
the middie of Chicago, and it just 
seems reaiiy wild to me.”

In a way yes. Whereas “Here” is a bit more 
meditative and reflective, maybe, the next 
one is sort of a bit more adventuresome and 
aggressive and a bit more psychedelic. So 
they’re very different albums. 

The story of Edward Sharpe began unfold- 
ing in the video musical series “Salvo!” Can 


we expect future installments? Whafs next 
in store for our hero? 

I hope so. I’m going to maybe turn it into a 
comic book, an illustrated novel for now and 
then maybe eventually finish it, but I’m not 
sure. I hope so. 

In what ways, if at ali, have you become 
more iike Edward Sharpe over the years? 

The thing is is that all I’ve been trying to do 
is become more and more of myself and the 
best that I can be, the most free and power- 
ful form of myself that I can be. So, that’s all. 
That’s all I really try to do. And that’s all re- 
ally Edward Sharpe. The name is just a name 
and it ended up being the name of the band, 
and it was a character that I was writing 
about in a book, but it wasn’t to mean some 
kind of character that I take on while we’re 
on stage or anything, but maybe to inspire 
me to what I’m capable of being.

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*House’ finale bittersweet: ‘Everybody Dies’

“House” will end on a 
bittersweet note Monday 
with the finale titled “Ev- 
erybody Dies” that sees 
cantankerous but bril- 
liant Dr. Gregory House 
examining his future and 

personal demons, show creator David Shore said recently 

“We never do happy endings but we also try not to simply 
do miserable endings,” Shore said. “Bittersweet is the most 
you can hope for.” 

The title of the medical drama’s finale is a nod to 2004’s 
first episode of the Emmy award-winning show called “Every- 
body Lies”— a phrase that became the mantra for British ac- 
tor Hugh Laurie’s misanthropic, rule-breaking diagnostician 
in his bid to solve medical puzzles. 

“House” was named the most popular current TV show in 
the world in the 2012 edition of the Guinness World Records. 
It has an estimated audience of 81.8 million people in 66 coun- 
tries. Shore said he had no endgame in mind when he created 
the series eight years ago, calling the idea of a mapped-out fi- 
nale at that stage “incredibly pompous” in the fickle world of 
TV. 

In the finale. House must return to jail for six months for 
parole violation, while Wilson (Robert Sean Leonard) likely 
will be dead from cancer in five months. In jail for six months. 


while his only friend in the cold, cruel and indifferent universe 
wiU be gone forever in five.

As usual, this conundrum is all House’s fault— following 
some elaborate scheme gone very bad that was designed to 
force a reluctant Wilson to undergo chemotherapy so he’d stay 
alive a few more years, thereby giving House himself a reason 
to stay alive.
